As to 
who is responsible for this sta te of 
a ffa irs, is a nother question. 
Also, 
there is a big question ma rk in the 
mind of ma ny people a s to wheth­ 
er, if the immigra nt is given ha lf a 
cha nce, he is ca pa ble of a ssimila ­ 
tion or not. 
With the immedia te objective of 
the movement, one ma y a lso be in 
entire a ccord. 
Its a im is to fur­ 
ther restrict 
immigra tion, 
espe­ 
cia lly immigra tion from Southea st­ 
ern Europe. 
Tha t the importa tion 
of la rge ma sses of crude la bor ha s 
ha d some effect upon the reta rda ­

is 
a lmost universa lly 
a greed tha t emigra tion ha s been of 
ultima te detriment to the countries

come. 
For with a n outlet in 
emigra tion, 
instea d of ma king efforts towa rd 
the improvement of economic a nd 
socia l conditions, these countries 
ha ve been sa tisfied to 
let 
la rge 
numbers of their subjects lea ve the 
fa therla nd, a nd ha ve a llowed the 
betterment of conditions to go by 
the boa rd. 
W atch the Propa ga nda 
So even with this objective we 
ma y he in entire sympa thy. 
But 
when the so-ca lled hundred 
per­ 
centers ca tegorica lly 
consign 
a ll 
these peoples to the “ scum of the 
ea rth,” then we not only must ta ke 
Issue, but must see a nd help others 
to see wha t a dea dly da nger lurks 
in their propa ga nda a nd in their 
doctrine. When, in order to a rouse 
public sentiment in fa vor of restric­ 
tion of immigra tion, they ma ke out 
tha t a ll the peoples of the ea rth 


works, by revea ling to the Amer­ 
ica n public the truth a bout the his 
lory of the 
va rious 
peoples, 
by 
bringing these p€ K>ple into direct 
conta ct with America ns, ca n render 
a grea ter service tha n 
one 
ca n 
possibly 
ima gine. 
For America 
ca n endure only in so fa r a s it con­ 
tinues to respect other ra ces a nd 
other peoples, even a s it ha s in the 
pa st. He is the grea test America n 
pa triot who, like Willia m Lloyd
